My Assembly Bill No. 2904, 
passed both houses of the Leg­ 
islature without opposition, 
was signed by tho Governor, 
and is now cited js Chapter 
1948, Statutes of 1901. It was 
.nlroduced at Hie request of 
he Southern California Auto­ 

mobile Club and other groups 
interested in traffic safely. 
 iince it affects everyone in the 
State of California, it is set 
forth here in detail:

"An act to- amend Sections 
21361, 21400, and 22100 of 
he Vehicle Code, relating to 

traffic safely.
"The people of the Stale of 

California do enact as follows:
"Section 1. Section 21361 of 

the Vehicle Code is amended 
to read:

"21361. (a) When the outer­ 
most boundaries of two or 
more intersections are confin­ 
ed within a distance of 200 
feet, the Department of Public 
Works in respect to state 
highways, and a local author­ 
ity with respect to highways 
under its jurisdiction, shall 
have the power to designate a 
single intersection by the in­ 
stallation and operation of 
traffic signals which may be 
supplemented by signs or 
markings. When so designated, 
the single intersection shall be 
the legal intersection for the 
purposes of traffic movement 
and regulation.

"(b) Whenever a single in­ 
tersection has been designated 
by the Department of Public 
Works or by local authorities 
as set forth in subdivision la) 
the department or such au­ 
thorities may designate mark­ 
ed crosswalks at certain loca­ 
tions within the intersection or 
contiguous thereto, and when

Stop signs may be of larger 
dimensions t h a n specified 
herein, in which event the 
stroke of letters shall be in­ 
creased in the proper propor­ 
tion.

"" The lettering upon such 
slop signs shall from sunset 
lo sunrise be illuminated or 
reflecllorized and the back­ 
ground upon every sign may 
be illmuniatcd or reflectorized. 
Illumination shall be by 
floodlight upon the- face of 
the sign or by white light in 
tho letters. Heflectorization 
shall be by white or clear re­ 
flecting units or reflecting 
coating in the letters with or 
without a red reflecting coat­ 
ing on the background.

"Sec. 3. Section 22100 of said 
code is amended to read:

"22100. Tlie driver of a ve­ 
hicle intending lo turn at an 
intersection shall do so as fol­ 
lows:

"(a) Right turns. Both the 
approach for a right turn and 
a right linn shall be made as 
close as practicable to the right- 
hand curb or edge of the 
roadway.

"(b) Left Turns. The driver 
of a vehicle intending to turn 
left at any intersection shall 
approach the intersection in 
the extreme left-hand lane 
lawfully available to traffic 
moving in the direction of 
travel of such vehicle and af­ 
ter entering the intersection 
the left turn shall be made so 
as lo leave the intersection in 
a lane lawfully available lo 
traffic moving in such direc­ 
tion upon the roadway being 
entered.

"(c)" Upon a highway hav­ 
ing three marked lanes for 
traffic moving in one direction 
which terminates at an inter­ 
secting highway accommodat-, ,

"Sec. 2. Section 21400 of 
said code is amended to read:

"21400. (a) Every stop sign 
erected after January 1, 1957, 
shall be octagonal in shape. 
shall have a red background 
and carry the word "slop" hori­ 
zontally in white letters at 
least one-third the height of 
the sign. Each side of said 
.sign shall bu of equal length 
and shall be approximately 10 
inches in length. Each letter 
of the word "stop" shall be of 
not less than one-inch stroke.
